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Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements. 

Hospitals,  <D°c.,  available  for  the  District. 

The  Benefit  Nursing  Association  has  a staff  of  17  Nurses  and 
8 Probationers  working  in  the  district. 

There  are  10  midwives  practising  in  the  district. 

Professional  nursing  in  the  homes  of  patients  is  provided  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

General  Hospitals  available  are  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital, 
Reading,  and  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital,  Guildford,  at  both  of 
which  local  treatment  centres  are  also  available  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases. 

There  are  two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres — one  in 
each  Ward — staffed  by  the  Surrey  County  Council  and  assisted  by 
a Committee  of  Ladies.  Much  useful  work  is  done  here  and  the 
attendances  are  exceptionally  good. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  provided  at  Farnham  by  the 
County  Council,  and  a Contact  Clinic  at  St.  Michael’s  Room, 
Camberley,  on  the  second  Friday  of  each  month,  10-11  a.m. 

Infectious  Diseases  : — Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  admitted  to 
Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  at  Mytchett.  Cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  other  infectious  diseases  are  removed,  when  necessary,  to  the 
Farnham  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.

Laboratory  Work. — All  Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
Examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association, 
Watergate  House,  W.C.2. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  and  Antitetanic  Serum  are  supplied  on 
application,  free  of  charge,  to  all  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
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District.  Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin  is  available  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Mytchett. 

Camberley  Aid  Society. — During  1924-25,  this  Society  assisted 
19  serious  cases.  Relief  was  given  in  money,  food  or  medicine, 
letters  for  hospitals  or  convalescent  homes.  Although  there  is  not 
much  real  destitution  in  the  district,  this  Society  has  rendered  very 
excellent  service.  To  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Society 
representatives  of  other  bodies  doing  welfare  work  in  the  district 
have  been  appointed.

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Water  Supply,, 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  is  obtained  from  the 
Frimley  and  Farnborough  District  Water  Company.  It  is  derived 
chiefly  from  the  Company’s  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Itchell,  near 
Crondall,  and  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham.  At  both  these  stations 
the  water,  after  being  pumped,  is  treated  with  a solution  of  lime  to 
soften  it  before  distribution.  A small  portion  of  the  Frimley  area 
is  supplied  from  the  Company’s  pumping  station  at  Frimley,  where 
the  water  is  obtained  from  the  gravel  beds  adjoining  the  railway 
line.  After  collection,  it  is  subsided,  aerated  and  sand-filtered 
before  being  pumped  for  distribution.

Six  samples  of  well  water  were  collected  during  the  year  for 
analysis.  Five  were  found  in  bad  condition  with  the  result  that 
the  wells  were  closed  and  eight  houses  which  they  supplied  were 
connected  to  the  public  mains.  The  other  sample  was  found  a 
good  potable  water.

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During  the  month  of  May  complaints  were  received  respecting 
the  large  amount  of  lime  in  solution  and  representations  were 
made  to  the  Directors  of  the  Frimley  and  Farnborough  Water 
Company  pointing  out  that  the  amount  of  lime  in  solution  might 
prove  injurious  to  health  in  certain  cases. 

In  the  month  of  June  a letter  was  received  from  the  Water 
Company  stating  that  to  remedy  the  amount  of  lime  in  solution 
extensive  alterations  to  the  softening  plant  were  being  carried  out 
at  a cost  of -£6,000  and  were  now  nearing  completion,  and  that 
when  the  work  was  finished  and  the  accumulation  of  the  deposit  in 
the  mains  had  been  dispersed  it  was  anticipated  that  there  would 
be  no  further  cause  for  complaint. 

Samples  were  also  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  Station  for  analysis  and  the  following  reports  were 
received  : — 

High  Level  Supply. — Although  the  results  of  the  analysis  show 
slight  increase  in  some  of  the  constitutents  the  bacteriological 
examination  proves  the  water  to  be  of  quite  satisfactory  purity. 

Low  Level  Supply.- — This  sample  differs  slightly  both  in  its 
chemical  composition  and  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
organisms  present  ; however,  there  are  none  of  any  special 
significance  and  the  water  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  quite 
satisfactory  for  drinking.

Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  order 
to  ascertain  if  the  Regulations  under  the  Order  were  being 
complied  with.  Four  Informal  Notices  were  issued  during  the 
year  respecting  the  condition  of  the  cowsheds.  These  were 
complied  with. 

The  half-yearly  notices  with  respect  to  the  lime-washing  of  the 
sheds,  etc.,  were  all  complied  with. 

The  dairymen  with  premises  in  the  district  retail  approximately 
about  4,000  gallons  weekly,  and  of  this  amount  more  than  half  is 
imported.  One  retailer  alone  imports  over  800  gallons  weekly  in 
addition  to  what  he  produces  himself. 

There  is  a large  amount  of  milk  produced  outside  the  district 
and  retailed  inside,  but  there  is  no  definite  information  as  to  what 
the  amount  is. 

A thorough  examination  of  the  milch  cows  in  the  district  is 
carried  out  quarterly  by  the  Council’s  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  for 
the  last  quarter  he  reported  that  the  animals  were  in  good  condition 
with  the  following  exceptions  : — 

( a ) .  Cow  with  tubercular  quarter  of  udder. 

(b) .  Cow  with  acute  tuberculosis. 

(c) .  Cow  with  suppurative  condition  of  one  quarter,  not 

tubercular. 

( d ) .  Cow  worn  out  but  not  diseased. 

Cases  (a)  and  (b)  had  been  notified  to  the  Council  and  to  the 
Local  Police  Authority.  They  were  both  destroyed. 

The  owner  of  Case  (c)  had  been  informed  that  the  milk  from 
that  quarter  must  not  be  used,  and  he  had  advised  the  owner  of 
Case  (d)  to  have  the  animal  destroyed  if  there  was  no  improvement 
with  better  feeding. 


Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  district — two  registered 
and  four  licensed.  Two-hundred  and  sixteen  visits  were  paid  to 
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the  premises  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year,  the  visits 
being  arranged  as  far  as  possible  during  the  process  of  slaughtering. 

Sixty-six  stones,  four  pounds  of  pork,  and  fifty-three  stones  of 
beef  and  beef  liver  were  condemned  during  the  year  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  destroyed.  It  was  voluntarily  surrendered. 

The  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws  are  usually  well  maintained, 
but  if  a contravention  is  found  it  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
person  responsible  and  this  is  found  sufficient  to  obtain  compliance 
with  the  requirements. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  have  been 
closely  observed  so  far  as  allowing  carcases  to  project  outside  the 
limits  of  the  wall  or  screen  of  the  shop  where  it  would  be  specially 
exposed  to  contamination  from  the  street.  Up  to  the  present  there 
has  been  little  trouble  in  reasonably  administering  this  Regulation 
in  the  district. 

No  Statutory  Notices  were  served  respecting  these  premises 
during  the  year. 


Foodshop  Inspections. 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a systematic  inspection  of 
premises  where  food  is  exposed,  kept  or  deposited  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  and  no  Notices  have  been  served  respecting  the  same.

Workshops,  Bakehouses,  etc. 

There  are  eight  factories  and  ninety-seven  workshops  in  the 
district,  including  twelve  bakehouses.  These  premises  have  been 
inspected  more  or  less  frequently  during  the  year,  careful  attention 
having  been  given  to  bakehouses.  They  are  invariably  found  in 
good  order,  but  if  a contravention  is  found  the  defect  is  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  person  responsible  and  is  remedied  without  being 
reported  to  the  Council. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  none  in  the  district. 
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Offensive  Trades. 

The  Bye-laws  under  this  heading  came  into  operation  on  the 
5th  April,  1921.  Only  one  premises  is  registered,  i.e.,  a Fat 
Boiling  Factory  at  Salisbury  Grove,  Mytchett.  The  work  is 
carried  on  satisfactorily  and  no  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  district  is  provided  mainly  with  the  water  carriage 
system.  There  is  approximately  about  130  houses  not  connected 
with  the  Public  Sewer,  and  of  this  number  about  70  are  large 
houses  which  deal  with  the  sewage  on  their  own  grounds.  The 
remainder  are  chiefly  isolated  cottages  provided  with  bucket 
closets,  and  a small  proportion  with  privy  accommodation. 

There  are  a number  of  houses  which  discharge  into  the  sewage 
disposal  works  provided  for  the  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst, 
and  also  a number  which  discharge  into  the  disposal  works 
provided  to  take  the  Camps  at  Blackdown  and  Deepcut. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  district  is  provided  with  a Sewerage  Scheme  designed  in 
1904  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  a population  of  15,000  on  a 
basis  of  20  gallons  per  head  per  day  and  giving  a total  dry  weather 
flow  of  300,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  Since  the  scheme  was 
carried  out  in  1906  there  have  been  several  extensions,  chiefly  in 
the  South  Ward.  Practically  the  whole  of  Camberley,  Yorktown, 
Frimlev  and  Frimley  Green  is  now  connected  with  the  Public 
Sewers,  as  is  also  the  main  road  to  the  cross  roads  Mytchett,  and 
Deepcut  Road. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  designed  to  meet  the  full 
requirements  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  a population  of 
15,000  and  provide  for  open  septic  tanks  and  continuous  flow 
bacteria  beds  capable  of  dealing  with  a volume  of  sewage  and 
storm  water  equal  to  twice  the  dry  weather  flow,  i.e.,  600,000 
gallons  per  24  hours,  and  the  effluent  from  these  filters  can  be 
discharged  on  the  land  reserved  for  the  purpose  with  an  additional 
area  available  for  extensions  where  required  owing  to  increase  of 
population. 

The  Sewage  Works  are  provided  with  three  Septic  Tanks 
(one  for  storm  water),  6 Filter  Beds  80  feet  radius,  4\  acres  for 
storm  water,  and  7 acres  for  effluent.  The  total  area  of  the  Farm 
is  21  i acres. 

The  extension  of  the  Public  Sewer  to  the  Mytchett  boundary 
was  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  owing  to 
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weather  conditions  and  bad  ground  considerable  delay  occurred, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Sewer  was  still  in  an  unfinished 
condition. 

The  Council  decided  that  Glenmount  Road,  not  being  sewered 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  be  sewered  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  the  powers  and  provisions  given  by  and  contained  in 
the  Private  Street  Works  Acts,  1892.  This  work  was  put  in  hand 
but  had  not  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  extend  the  Frimley 
Green  Road  Sewer  so  as  to  include  the  Frimley  Schools  and 
houses  in  a new  building  site  near  the  Frimley  Green  end.  The 
length  of  the  new  Sewer  was  645  yards  and  the  estimated  cost  was 
£855.  Great  difficulty  was  experienced  from  subsoil  water, 
running  sand  and  proximity  of  water  main  trench,  necessitating 
close  timbering  of  trenches  and  timber  decking  to  form  platform 
for  laying  the  pipes  thereon  and  pumping.  It  was  found  that  an 
additional  cost  of  £427  was  necessary  to  overcome  these  difficulties 
and  application  was  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  a 
supplemental  sanction  for  the  amount  and  to  the  Unemployment 
Grants  Committee  for  a further  grant  in  respect  of  the  additional 
cost  of  the  work.  The  Sewer  was  completed  by  the  beginning  of 
December. 


Tents,  Etc. 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  similar 

structures , 1914. 

The  Byelaws  with  respect  to  the  above  were  amended  in  1914 
to  give  the  Council  greater  powers.  The  result  of  this  has  been  to 
reduce  the  number  of  camps  to  two. 

Two  strange  camps  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  one  by 
Statutory  Notice  and  one  by  Informal  Notice.  Each  camp  was 
vacated  within  the  time  specified  in  the  Notice. 

No  other  Notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  this  heading. 

Scavenging  House  Refuse. 

The  removal  of  House  Refuse  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  under  great  difficulty,  owing  chiefly  to  sickness  and  lameness 
of  the  Council’s  horses.  Hired  labour  has  not  always  been 
available  straight  away  and  consequently  time  has  been  lost  which 
was  only  with  difficulty  picked  up  again.  Notwithstanding  these 
difficulties,  however,  complaints  have  been  comparatively  few  and 
were  attended  to  as  promptly  as  possible  on  receipt. 

During  the  year  the  South  Ward  area  has  been  improved  by  a 
weekly  instead  of  a fortnightly  collection. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  has  had  under  consideration  the 
substitution  of  team  labour  by  motor  haulage  in  the  collection  of 
house  refuse.  They  felt  that  in  view  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
district  it  would  be  necessary  to  adopt  some  more  speedy  and 
efficient  means  for  collecting  house  refuse  and  for  the  disposal  of 
the  same. 

After  giving  the  matter  careful  consideration  the  Council,  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  resolved  to  adopt  a recommendation  by  the 
Team  Labour  and  Haulage  Committee: — 

(1) .  That  the  Pagefield  System  of  House  Refuse  Collection 

be  adopted. 

(2) .  That  application  be  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health 

for  sanction  to  borrow  the  sum  of  £1.850,  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  purchase  of  a “ Pagefield  ” motor  lorry, 
three  containers  and  special,  and  including  the 
necessary  costs  of  the  loan. 

They  also  considered  information  submitted  by  the  Surveyor 
respecting  a Destructor,  but  they  postponed  this  for  twelve  months 
in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Committee  to  utilise 
the  refuse  during  that  time  for  filling  the  Zig-Zags  at  the  Farm. 

There  are  no  ashpits  in  the  district,  the  refuse  being  stored  in 
moveable  receptacles.  The  following  table  shows  the  provision  of 
dustbins  during  the  last  few  years  : —

The  Council  have  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  earth-closets, 
privies  and  cesspools  within  their  district. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 

Diseases. 

During  period  1921-25  there  have  been  no  specially  prevalent 
causes  of  sickness. 

In  1925,  three  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  occurred,  all 
males,  and  all  three  died — no  common  source  of  infection  could  be 
traced,  and  ordinary  methods  of  isolation  and  disinfection  were 
employed. 

The  Shick  and  Dick  Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
respectively  have  not  been  made  use  of. 

Total  number  of  Bacteriological  specimens  examined  in  1925 
was  17. 

Form  I.D.  Surrey  County  Education  Committee  is  submitted 
by  the  local  schools  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring 
among  school  children.

Maternity  Home,  Redhill,  and  in  the  Maternity  Home,  Woking. 
In  addition,  any  expectant  Mother  attending  a Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  can  make  application  for  admission  to  any 
registered  Maternity  Home  in  the  County.  The  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  maintenance,  the  patients  contributing 
according  to  their  financial  circumstances.

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Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Under  the  scheme  of  the  County  Council  for  the  treatment  of 
Cripples,  children  under  five  are  treated  at  the  cost  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  ; those  between  five  and 
sixteen  at  the  cost  of  the  Education  Committee  in  connection  with 
their  scheme  for  the  medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  school 
children.  Appendix  III.  sets  forth  the  out-patient  Orthopaedic 
Clinics  at  present  operating  in  the  County  where  children  can 
attend  for  electric  massage,  etc.,  and  in  addition  the  County  Council 
retains  fifty  beds  at  S.  Nicholas’  and  St.  Martin’s  Homes,  Pyrford, 
for  in-patient  Orthopaedic  treatment  of  Surrey  children. 

Appendix  IV.  gives  particulars  of  all  Dental,  Eye  and  General 
Medical  Clinics  in  this  area. 

Briefly,  Health  Visitors  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Council  are 
responsible  for  : — 

(i.)  Visiting  school  children  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
heads  and  clothing. 

(ii.)  Attendance  at  School  with  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  for  purposes  of  School  Medical  Examination. 

(iii.)  Following  up  defective  children  with  a view  to  their 
obtaining  efficient  treatment. 

(iv.)  Attendance  at  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

(v.)  Home  visits  to  all  notified  births. 

(vi.)  Attendance  at  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  and  visiting- 
in  their  homes  persons  suffering  from  the  disease. 

(vii.)  Visiting  and  periodically  reporting  upon  all  mental 
defectives  residing  in  Surrey. 

(viii.)  Periodically  visiting  and  reporting  upon  all  blind 
persons  in  their  area.

Under  the  arrangements  at  present  in  force,  the  Council  send 
patients  into  six  institutions  in  Surrey,  namely,  the  Isolation 
H ospital  at  Barnes,  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Beddington  Corner,  the 
Cheam  Hospital,  which  is  rented  by  the  Town  Council  of  Croydon, 
the  Burrow  Hill  Sanatorium  at  Frimley,  the  St.  Anthony’s  Hospital 
at  Cheam,  and  the  Holy  Cross  Sanatorium  at  Shottermill.  The 
total  number  of  beds  in  use  at  these  institutions  is  83,  but  it  is

anticipated  that  ten  additional  beds  may  be  shortly  available  at  the 
Cheam  Hospital.  The  remainder  of  the  beds  authorised  by  the 
Council  are  obtained  at  institutions  in  London,  Cambridgeshire, 
Essex,  Hampshire,  Isle  of  Wight,  Kent,  Middlesex,  Oxfordshire, 
Shropshire,  and  Suffolk.
